Rare New Face 
If Mendes-France takes over the 
foreign ministry he will be 
one 
of the rare “ new fa ces’’ there since 
the war. 
Bidault 
and

member of the Popular Republican 
Movement Robert Schuman, have 
alternated as foreign minister most 
of the time since 1045. 
The National Assembly vote for 
Mendes-France, 47-y ear-old Radi­ 
cal Socialist (Moderate), was 419 
to 47. with 154 deputies abstaining 
Tlic abstainers included members 
of Bidault’s party , whose leaders 
said MRP would not serve in +he 
new government. 
Mendes-France became France’" 
14th postwar Premier. His Cabinet 
will be the nation’s 20th in the 
10 y ears since liberation. 
His 
three-point 
program, 
out­ 
lined to the Assembly y esterday , 
included the promise to reach an 
Indochina settlement by J uly 20 or 
get out. After peace in Indochina 
wa s achieved, he said, he would: 
1. Submit a “ coherent and de­ 
tailed program for economic re­ 
covery .” 
2. Attempt to reconcile the divi­ 
sion s within France on the Euro­ 
pean Defense Community 
Treaty 
to rearm West Germans in a six- 
nation European army . Of the six 
nations. Fta nce and J ta ly still m iri 
ratify it. 
Bidault’s absence from the new 
government appeared certain after 
his Popular Republican Movement 
(MRP) announced it would not take 
part in Mendes-France’s Cabinet. 
Mendes-France told the Assem­ 
bly : 
“ If the conflict in Indochina is 
not settled — and settled quickly — 
it is the risk of war, of an inter­ 
national war and perhaps an atom­ 
ic war—that must be envisaged.’’ 
No Precise Plan 
He did not outline any precise 
plan for achieving peace bey ond 
continuation of the Geneva talks 
and a promise that “ no measure 
will be neglected that shows itself 
necessary to this end.” This im­ 
plied direct negotiations with Ho 
Chi Minh, Moscow-tutored leader 
of the Vietminh rebels in Indo­ 
china. Mendes-France has consist­ 
ently urged such negotiations in the 
past. 
The new Premier declared, how­ 
ever, that every possible precau­ 
tion would be taken to safeguard 
France’s forces in Indochina. He 
also declared his plan did not en­ 
visage a surrender. 
“ France does not have to accept 
and will not accept conditions for 
settlement which would be in con­ 
flict with its most vital interests,’’ 
he declared. “ France will remain 
in the Far East. Neither our al­ 
lies, nor our enemies must harbor 
the least doubt on the meaning of 
our determination.”

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I have joined with 18 of my Sen­ 
ate colleagues in sponsoring a uni­ 
form code of fair procedure for 
Senate Committees conducting in­ 
quisitorial 
investigations. 
The 
drafting of this bill entailed many 
weeks of work during which time 
previous bills of a similar nature 
and recommendations of such' na­ 
tional organizations as the Ameri­ 
can Bar Association were given 
carefull consideration. 
A strong 
measure such as this is the only 
means of dealing with the uncon­ 
stitutional attacks upon the author­ 
ity and prerogatives of the Presi­ 
dent and the Executive branch, the 
failure to provide adequate safe­ 
guards to witnesses before Con­ 
gressional committees and the de­ 
nial of due process of law. The 
aim of this code is to protect the 
rights of witnesses before commit­ 
tees without impairing the Senate’s 
necessary investigative 
function. 
Three principal features of the 
code attempt to carry out this aim. 
The first has to do with the com­ 
mittees themselves. Actions taken 
by a Committee or Subcommittee

Any person adverse­ 
ly affected by testimony of any 
witness will be given the right to 
appear before the committee with 
the same rights as a regular wit­ 
ness. 
Third, supervision and enforce­ 
ment of the code would be carried 
out by a Committee composed of 
the Presiding Officer (the Vice 
President) and four members of 
the Senate. The Committee will in­ 
vestigate complaints of alleged vio­ 
lations of the code, advise com 
mittee chairmen of its conclusions 
and suggestions and present its 
findings to the Senate with recom­ 
mendations for such' remedial and 
disciplinary action as is deemed 
necessary. 
I believe the enactment of this 
code would be an important step 
in protecting the rights of witnes­ 
ses and in restoring to the Senate 
the prestige that has been so badly 
damaged by the abuses and excess­ 
es of sortie investigation commit­ 
tees.

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President Eisenhower in addres­ 
sing a Citizens for Eisenhower po­ 
litical meeting last Thursday night 
made some statements which are 
difficult to reconcile in the light of 
the facts. For instance when he 
urged the election of more Repub­ 
lican members of Congress in ord­ 
er that he might have the cooper­ 
ation of the Legislative branch of 
the 
government 
he 
apparently 
overlooked the record which shows 
conclusively and irrefutably that 
most of the difficulties he has been 
experiencing with his legislative 
program has been because of the 
failure and refusal of members of 
his own party to go along with his 
philosophy. Actually and the record 
will bear this out, it is the Demo­ 
crats who have pulled him out of 
the hole on more than one occa­ 
sion. 
No more timely example could 
be given than the legislation which 
was to come up the morning after 
the speech in which he criticized 
Democrats for their lack of cooper­ 
ation. For months the President 
has been advocating the extension 
of the Reciprocal Trade Act for 
three years. Because this has been 
known as a Democratic program, 
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many Republicans have been re­

which has voted 21-8 to continue

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ture into the position it is. Actual­ 
ly, through his own deliberate ac­ 
tion, and I have charged that he 
has done it maliciously to bring 
discredit upon the entire farm pro­ 
gram, Secretary Benson, in viola-' 
tion of the provisions of the law 
which gives him discretion in the 
level of support which he may set, 
by supporting dairy products at I 
90 per cent of parity during the 
marketing year beginning April 1, 
1953, built up the largest stocks | 
of surplus dairy products that, this j 
nation has ever known. 
Despite the fact that he could

I would be the first to admit 
that the present law is not perfect, 
and that there is a need for cer­ 
tain amendments such as are being 
proposed in the Farm Bill which 
our committee will report out. pos­ 
sibly during the week. There is a 


need for a revision of the parity 
formula which in itself will pro­ 
vide the flexibility which many 
contend is needed in the law. It 
is quite likely that the Committee 
will write into its bill a provision 
giving the Secretary of Agriculture 
authority (which some believe he 
already has) to restrict the use of 
diverted acres taken out of produc- 
tion of basic crops supported at 90 
per cent.

Drill rows of holes in the 
cabinet sides and pry off the rub- ■ 
ber gasket around the door. These 
methods, used together, will re- 
iuce the danger of suffocation in 
a refrigerator kept in use as a 
storage cabinet. 
If refrigreators are temporarily 
out of use while the owners wait 
to move them to another location, 
sell them, or pass them on to rela­

Rare New Face 
If Mendes-France takes over tho 
foreign ministry he will bo one 
of the rare “ new faces” there since 
the war. Bidault and a fellov' 
member of the Popular Republican 
Movement Robert Schuman, have 
alternated as foreign minister most 
of the time since 1945. 
The National Assembly vote for 
Mendes-France, 47-year-old Radi­ 
cal Socialist <Moderate!, was 419 
to 47. with 154 deputies abstaining 
Tile abstainers included members 
of Bidault’s party, whose leaders 
said M RP would not serve in *hc 
new government. 
Mendes-France became France’'' 
14th postwar Premier. His Cabinet 
will be the nation’s 20th in the 
IO vears since liberation. 
His 
three-point

lined to the Assembly yesterday, 
included the promise to reach an 
Indochina settlement by July 20 or 
get out. After peace in Indochina 
was achieved, he said, he would:

(M RP) announced it would not take 
part in Mendos-France’s Cabinet. 
Mendes-France told the Assem­ 
bly: 
“ If the conflict in Indochina is 
not settled -— and settled quickly— 
it is the risk of war. of an inter­ 
national war and perhaps an atom­ 
ic war—that must be envisaged.” 
No Precise Plan 
He did not outline any precise 
plan for achieving peace beyond 
continuation of the Geneva talks 
and a promise that “ no measure 
will be neglected that shows itself 
necessary to this end.” This im­ 
plied direct negotiations with Ho 
Chi Minh, Moscow-tutored leader 
of the Vietminh rebels in Indo­ 
china.

carefull consideration. 
A 
strong 
measure such as this is the only 
means of dealing with the uncon­ 
stitutional attacks upon the author­ 
ity and prerogatives of the Presi­ 
dent and the Executive branch, the 
failure to provide adequate safe­ 
guards to witnesses before Con­ 
gressional com m ittees and the de­ 
nial of due process of law. The 
aim of this code is to protect the 
rights of witnesses before com m it­ 
tees without impairing the Senate's 
necessary 
investigative 
function, i 
Three principal features of the 
code attem pt to carry out this aim. 
The first has to do with the com ­ 
mittees themselves. Actions taken 
by a Committee or Subcommittee 
—such as instituting investigations, 
scheduling and conducting m eet­ 
ings and hearings, hiring of the 
committee staff and issuing sub­ 
poenas — are subject to approval 
by a m ajority of Committee m em ­ 
bers. 
The second sets forth the rights 
of witnesses. They may be repre­ 
sented by counsel who will have 
the right to advise them of their 
rights and to make objections as 
to the relevancy of questions or 
procedure. Provision is m ade for 
witnesses to be given 24 hours pri­ 
or notification of a hearing togeth­ 
er with a copy of the resolution or 
motion 
scheduling 
the 
hearings 
and a statem ent defining the sub­ 
ject m atter of the proposed inter­ 
rogation. 
Communications 
of 
a 
privileged nature will be scrupu­ 
lously respected. No testimony is to 
be given in executive session un­ 
less at least two com m ittee m em ­ 
bers are present. Every witness 
as the right to m ake an oral or 
4„^orn written statem ent which will 
batonne part of the transcript of 
th ^hearings. Any person adverse­ 
ly affected by testim ony of any 
witness will be given the right to 
appear before the comm ittee with 
the sam e rights as a regular wit­ 
ness. 
Third, supervision and enforce­ 
ment of the code would be carried 
out by a Committee composed of 
the Presiding Officer 
(tho Vice 
President) and four m em bers of 
the Senate. The Committee will in­ 
vestigate complaints of alleged vio­ 
lations of the code, advise com 
m ittee chairm en of its conclusions 
and suggestions and present its 
findings to the Senate with recom ­ 
mendations for such' rem edial and 
disciplinary action as is deem ed 
necessary. 
I believe the enactm ent of this 
code would be an im portant step 
in protecting the rights of witnes­ 
ses and in restoring to the Senate 
the prestige that has been so badly 
dam aged by the abuses and excess­ 
es of some investigation com m it­ 
tees.

President Eisenhower in addres­ 
sing a Citizens for Eisenhower po­ 
litical meeting last Thursday night 
m ade some statem ents which are 
difficult to reconcile in the light of 
the facts. For instance when he 
urged the election of more Repub­ 
lican m em bers of Congress in ord­ 
er that he m ight have the cooper­ 
ation of the Legislative branch of 
the 
governm ent 
he 
apparently 
overlooked the record which shows 
conclusively and irrefutably that 
most of the difficulties he has been 
experiencing with his legislative 
program has been because of the 
failure and refusal of m em bers of 
his own party to go along with his 
philosophy. Actually and the record 
will bear this out, it is the Demo­ 
crats who have pulled him out of 
the hole on m ore than one occa­ 
sion. 
No m ore tim ely exam ple could 
be given than the legislation which 
was to com e up the morning after 
the speech in which he criticized 
D em ocrats for their lack of cooper­ 
ation. For months the President 
has been advocating the extension 
of the Reciprocal Trade Act for 
three years. Because this has been 
known as a Dem ocratic program , 
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m any Republicans have been re­ 
luctant to follow the leadership of 
President Eisenhower, and m em ­ 
bers of his own party arc respon­ 
sible for the fact that this legis­ 
lation providing for only a one-year 
extension was brought to the floor 
under a closed rule preventing any 
am endm ents. 
While the President has virtually [ 
served notice on the Congress that

been working diligently for 
months in attem pting to w rite a 
farm bill which will be acceptable 
to every section of the country, 
nevertheless he has not been able 
to coerce the leadership or t h e 
ank and file of that com m ittee 
which has voted 21-8 to continue 
for another year the 90 per cent 


support program . 
Unfortunately 
the 
President 
seem s to be relying solely upon 
the advice of Secretary Benson 
who in my opinion has taken a 
false prem ise in presenting to the 
country the things that he believes 
have brought about the problems 
of surpluses. It must be adm itted 
that Secretary Benson has done an 
outstanding selling job in convinc­ 
ing the President as well as million 
of people, including m any in South­ 
east Missouri, that w hat he term s 
“ high supports” have created the 
surpluses with which we are now 
confronted and which adm ittedly is 
a serious problem. 
However, the Secretary is just 
as wrong as he can jxissibly be 
when he says that the present 
law is responsible for the surplus­ 
es. The facts are that it is the 
deviation from the present law, 
and the m al-adm inistration of that

Postal

mum, and the shock to the dairy 
farmers economy was most severe. 
The Committee has been attempt­ 
ing to write into law provisions 
which would prevent a recurrence 
of this treatm ent; and also to pro­ 
vide a law which will encourage 
a more wide-spread use of milk 
An increase in the consumption of

He had been a di­ 
rector of one of the banks before 
that and when the old A. B. H unt­ 
er bank closed in 1928 to be fol­ 
lowed by the closing ol the Com­ 
mercial Trust Company m 1931 he 
had no desire to be connected 
with another. 
However, being without bank­ 
ing service worked a severe h a rd ­ 
ship on the people of the com­ 
munity. Merchants were forced to 
cither keep their funds in safes in 
their places of business or drive to 
another town for banking service.
